Pahokee—If Pahokee residerits want to shop at McCrory they 
will have to drive to-Belle Glade soon. 

McCrory Stores has announced that it will close 229 stores 
throughout the country in 1992. The closing activities will begin 
immediately-and are expected to be completed by January ,1992. 

The majority of these stores do not produce an acceptable 
return on investment ог are located in' markets where McCrory 
will no longer have a presence according to company officials in 
York, Pennsylvania where their home offices are located. А 

According to McCrory's Public Relations Director Tim Fortune, 
"As a result of this decision, McCrory Stores also has announced 
that it will close its full line distribution center in Clinton, South 
Carolina. The closing activities will begin immediately with 
completion of final shipments from the facility expected by.March 
1, 1992. Stores currently receiving shipments through the Clinton 
Distribution Center will be serviced by the McCrory facility 
located in York, Pa". 

Although both Belle Glade Stores are serviced by the Clinton 
office, no mention was made about closing the Belle Glade stores. 

Pahokee and Clewiston stores are on the list to close along with 
23 other stores in the state of Florida. 

According to McCrory store officials, "These actions are part of 
a major consolidation of assets and inventories. Reallocation of 
resources will strengthen the company's position in key markets 
and enable it serve customers more effectively." 

Based on this consolidation, McCrory Stores will be a $1 billion 
5&10 variety retailer. The company will operate 800 stores under 
the name of McCrory, J.J. Newberry, T.G.&Y., McLellan, H.L. 
Green, Kress, and G.C. Murphy. 

During the past year Pahokee has suffered many business 
losses due to the recession including Glades Mercantile, a large 
furniture outlet who pulled out about 4 months ago. Pahokee 
Ford, Pahokee's only car dealership, is planning a move to Belle 
Glade. Everglades Memorial Hospital is supposed to merge with 
Glades General Hospital, but that is on the back burner at 
present. 

Pahokee city officials are racing to get the marina: 
improvements finished and establish a strong tourist base in 
their community but are losing many businesses in the process. 

According tc Pahokee City Manager Ken Schenck, "We can't 
fight corporate logic! or "illogic" as I believe it is in this case." 
"The store has always looked like it was doing a booming 
business to me."

In but a few places in the world do these trees~ 


flourish as they do here. The regal beauties 
tower into the skies as monuments to the love of 
our community by past generations who left this 
incredible gift to exhilarate residents and 
passers-by as well. 

Builders and developers spend thousands of 
dollars trying to duplicate the Royal Palm arbor 
and few succeed the way natüre has in Pahokee. 


They have withstood hurricanes, droughts, 
floods and freezes. But even: these mighty giants 


thoughtless chain saw, They were cut down in 
the interest of alleged highway safety because a 
resident allegedly claimed their presence 
constituted a traffic hazard.

Statewide, Wildlife Alert paid 
a total of $ 6, 975 to 34 citizens 
who provided information. 
concerning wildlife ог 
environmental law violators. 

"Most people who ‘report 
violations don't want a reward. 
They just want the violators to 
be caught," Hill said. "But we 
gladly provide rewards for t 
hose who.request them." 

Monies for the reward fund 
are derived from tax-deductible 
contributions from citizens and 
sport clubs, and from fines 
levied by criminal court judges 
against violators.
